Pledging May Need Revision. 

With the release of pledge lists from the eight national 
-fraternities on the campus, it is evident that a new trend 
has been established on the Mines campus. *. -• • 

.Heretofore, the dominating percentage of Miners were 
barbs, but now..-well over 50 per cent of the incoming fresh- 
man class are fraternity men. 

Possible explanations for this" increase!! percentage of 
fraternity men are numerous. There are fewer veterans and 
married men in this year's freshman class, and these men, 
who would normally be. independents, make a difference in 
the barb-fraternity percentage. 

This year eight fraternities are making bids for men. and 
therefore more freshmen are being pledged. Since -the class 
of '55 is abnormally small, the pledged men will outnumber 
the barbs. * 

Should the present trend of smaller freshman classes 
continue; the possibility of restrictions on fraternity pledg- 
ing grows more and more evident. Perhaps the interfratern- 
lty council should begin now to ease the problem and to 
prevent any future bad feeling between the fraternities.
